2. GHILEZAN stated that,. la the oplnlon of the Polltioal Party 
group, General RADESCU committed an error in hi a letter to the 
candidates foi^ the committee vhen he asserted that he was author* 
ized by the US Department of State’ to form a committee, and that 
this committee wovild receive the aupport, in every way, of the 
Department of' State. RADESCU haa Intimated that the Department 
of State ”even told me to go ahead and form a committee without 
the polltlcal party ^oup because it does not reprosent Riomania.” 
GHILEZAN advisea that hls polltlcal group has not been able to 
verify the State Department ^directive" to RADESCU, but it aince 
haa been effectlvely circulated throu^ouţ Europe by the RADESCU 
GROUP AND DIRBCTLY TENDS TO IMPLICATE THE US government in the 
actlvitles of the Rumanian exlle group > which la in a atruggle 
against the present, US recognized government at Buchareat. 
GHILEZAN and othara are of the opin Ion that ,• regardleaa of the 
valldity of the state Department #dlrectivey produced by DAVILA 
and TILLEA, it should not have been publicized to the extent 
where it might compromise Washington*
